exempt from tho levy. 


Chancellor Frank H. Dodge of Little 


Rock held several weeks ago that the 
tax did not apply to milk sales as the 
commodity is a food necessary to 
life. Rcycmio Commissioner Earl R. 
Wiseman- appealed to the tribunal 
from tire lower court decree. 


Thc,.Hall sates tax act failed,to list 


spe^Bically^miik as one of the- foods 
necessary to life, but included flour, 
meat, lard, *$ugar, soda, baking pow- 
ders, salt,''.mfcjj, butter fats, eggs, and 
,:allmedicincs.iifificsssry fnr.the prcsor- 
' vation of public health. 


Pending an opinion from the su- 


preme court, .dairymen have been pay- 


fThi! the sales tax into the registry of 


;. chancery court, the money to be re- 


funded if the tribunal rules the com- 
modity exempt.

Wiseman's regulations for sales tux 


collections held that butter fats did 
not Include-milk or ice cream but did 
include cheese and butter. 


Intent Is Disputed 


Tha -dnirymori contend that it was 
" th<! intention of the legislature to ex- 


empt whole milk, that there is no 
other food more necessary to life, and 
that the legislature not only intended 
to exempt milk but other dairy pro- 
ducts derived from it. 


They allege that butter fat, is the 


principal food value contained in milk 
nnd that the price of milk is fixed ac- 
cording to the butter fat content and 
not the quality of milk. 


They claim that more than two- 


thirds of the butler fats used as food 
by tho people of Arkansas is con- 
sumed in butter, cheese, cream, ice 
cream and other dairy products. 


"Among the articles of food ex- 


empted by section 15 of the act, whole 
milk is the only article that is abso- 
lutely necessary to life," their com- 
plaint says, "and without it as a food 
many people could nol live." 


Unreasonable, Says Dairymen 


Tlie dairymen contend that Wise- 


man's 
regulation that 
butter 
and 


cheese are exempt but that the tax 
applies on milk sales is contrary to the 


_ express provisions of the act, and 


discriminatory, arbitrary and unreas- 
onable. 


Tho braket system of tax collection 


which exempts sales under 13 cents is 
attacked, the milkmen charging that 
practically all of their sales are pints 
or quarts selling under 13 cents but 
that they are required to pay the levy

city out to the septic tank.

The American elm trees arc beauties, 


12 feet high. They are being put down 
in holes two feet square, and rich 
dirt is hauled to place around their 
roots. 


100-Foot Intervals 


The trees are being planted at in- 


tervals of 100 foot, on both sides of 
the road, on the right-of-way, 30 feel 
off the edge of the pavement. Ihe 
trees on opposite sides are staggered 
so that a passing motorist will- find 
them only 50 feet apart; and when 
the elms are grown they will virtually 
bridge over the highway.

WITH THE ITALIAN SOUTHERN 


ARMY at Neghelli, Ethiopia- (/P)—Tlie 
Italian "hell on wheels" motorized 
column which audaciously drove 30C 
miles straight through Ihe heart of the 
Ethiopian army on the Dolo front, is 
a high speed, modern version of the 
sort of desert warfare in which Gen- 
eral Rodolfo Graziani has been par- 
ticipating for almost 30 years.

push which took Neghelli," a veteran 
colonel of African wars said. "How 
they would have marveled at that 28- 
miles-long column of trucks filled 
with Italian soldiers captured in eight 
days a region that would have taken 
two months in the days' when only 
camel corps were used." 


When General Graziani entered Neg- 


helli he headed a column of 1,600 
trucks, the slower moving camel corps 
serving as guards on the flanks and 
rear.

Feathered Gentlemen Fly 


From Dallas to Kansas 


City Quickly

KANSAS CITY .—MR)—Here's a der- 


by in which the owner may have an 
entry in every race; he gets more 
speed and mileage on his oats and he 
has no jockey and trainer to board. 


Fifty Kansas City busines men en- 


joy the racing of homing pigeons. 
They have more than 1,000 streamlin- 
ed birds trained for the airlines— 
same breed (hat won fame in war- 
time as dispatch carriers. 


There's no pomp and ceremony 'at 


the start of those keenly contested 
flights. Owners crate and ship 400 
birds or more to.an express agent 50, 
to 1,000 miles away. 
• 
• 


That express agent may be the only 


witness of the getaway, moving about 
in the dawn's early light, lifting open 
the doors of the crates. He telegraphs 
the time of release to the race secre- 
tary here. 


Travel 40 to 50 M.P.H. 


It's then that the derby man can re- 


tire close by the home roost and chew 
his finger-nails, scanning the sky. 


Stout-winged veterans clip off the 


500 miles between Dallas, Texas, and 
Kansas City at 40 to 50 miles per hour. 
depending upon the wind, says A. R. 
Whelan, a dentist and one of the lead- 
ing fanciers. 


Racing custom provides that each 


bird flies against three competitors in 
"pools" which range from 25 cents 
to $26 on each bird. Sometimes a 
bonnie blue plummets onto his fa- 
vorite landing post with as much as 
$103 on his beak—in addition to purse 
money, Whelan explains. 


A special clock is used to time the 


finish. In flight each bird wears a 
stamped rubber leg-band. When it 
arrives at home base, the band is re- 
moved with all speed and deposited in 
the clock, which records the time and i 
locks the 
band inside. The racing. 


secretary, who supervises 
the syn- 


chronization, of racing clocks, holds the 
master key. He removes the bands to' 
determine the time winners on the 
basis of elapsed time. 


"It's surprising, how few birds, are 


lost in flight," says Whelan. "Hawks 
get a few. but some get lost or are 
just quitters that join flocks of com- 
mon pigeons. I have known homers 
to come in after a year's absence." 


Traffic in homers is brisk. The hob- 


byists are continually 
trading and 


breeding new stock. Sturdiness is the 
principal objective. Good birds sell 
from $50 to $75. The highest known 
price for a single bird was ?1,080, in 
an English transaction.

Homers are raced with an appetite. 


Whelan says they do better when tak- 
en off full feed, given a light laxa- 
tive and sent on their way. They are 
inclined to drop for water when rac- 
ing on a "full crop." 


Training 
begins 12 weeks 
after 


hatching. It isn't hunger or nostalgia 
that brings the canny little squabs 
back home. Whelan says it's just the 
nature of the birds. They take 2-and 
3-mile hops to the home trap-nest at 
first, then jumps up to* 100 miles. 
Yearlings are ready for the 500-mile 
flight from Dallas and perhaps the 
1,000-mile trip from Brownsville, Tex. 
They're at their best between the ages 
of three to five. 


Nearly all the fanciers have "pris- 


oner" birds for breeding 
purposes, 


birds purchased away from their in- 
stinctive homes. "They, might stick 
around a year to raise and educate 
their young," says Whelan. 
"Then, 


some day, zingo, and they're back in 
their original homes." 


Two pigeon derby clubs are located 


in Kansas City. The average loft con- 
tains about 200 homers and most own- 
ers have other varieties of fancy pig- 
eons.
